The humans were named Frank and Ellie, and their 
daughters, Megan and Liz who were six. We talked about our life back on Jendar. My being a musician seemed to really appeal 
to Ellie, her brother was a musician, and artist. Frank worked in building, and Ellie worked from home. This allowed her to be 
there for Megan, Liz and their older brother Mac, who had declined coming to meet us. He was 16 and would rather be with his 
friends. The kitts got along well and were soon off playing while we talked. | think the kitts made the decision easy, and we were 
soon packing our few belongings.
